I will veto any such 
measure should I have the duty 
o approve or disapprove." 


The statement is a review of 
he history of gambling and! of its 
sociological aspects. 


"If a matter is inherently evil, 


ts long practice by some erring 
nembcrs of society does not in 
any way justify the stamp of ap- 
proval by society asawhole."

Faubus said two main argu- 


ments were advanced for legaliz- 
ng gambling — that persons who 
wished to gamble will do so 
whether or not it is legal and that 
legalized gambling could bring in 
needed; revenues to the state. 


He disposed of the first argu- 


ment by saying, "If the people of 
any society deem any practice to 
be adverse to the standards to 
which thfly wish their society to 
conform, they have the right to 
prohibit such practice. Whether or 
not such practice can be com- 
pletely eliminated is beside the 
point. By the prohibition of such 
a practice the people can at least 
prevent the wisespread. corrup- 
tion of their society."

The only question to be an- 


swered in the revenue argument, 
Faubus said, is "Does the interest 
justify the means?" 


"In many cases the answer by 


society should be a resounding 
'No!'," Faubus said. 


Faubus said gambling in some 


form, legal or illegal, has existed 
throughout the history of mankind. 


"In our time, the people of Ar- 


kansas regard excessive or in- 
temperate gambling as inherently 
evil, and the consequences as bad 
for the people of the state," he 
said. 


It is my opinion that a sub- 


stantial majority of the people of 
the state consider full-scale, or- 
ganized casino gambling as in- 
temperate and excessive and its 
effects as harmful," he said 


"Therefore, any attempts to le- 


galize this kind of gambling, eith- 
er by act of the legislature or by 
vote of the people, will be futile," 
Faubus said. 


As for closing gambling opera- 


tions at Hot Springs, Faubus said 
he still feels law enforcement in 
any given area is best handled by 
local authorities. He has consis- 
tently said he regards gambling 
at Hot Springs as a local prob- 
lem. 


Technically, Faubus said, the 


Stale Police force was created as 
a traffic control agency and not 
to enforce state laws in local 
areas. 


"Widespread use of (he State

worry about with the new Con- 
gress opening today are a con- 
servative preservative, a demoli- 
tion coalition and an attitude of 
lassitude. 


But his greatest worry is how 


to get his Democrats to act like 
a party by voting together in a 
Congress where — if they did— 
they are so plentiful they could 
grant him anything he asked. 


They outnumber the Republi- 


cans 67 to 33 in the Senate and 258 
to 17(5 in the House. There's one 
vacancy there. 


A conservative preservative is 


any device—like the House Rules 
Committee — which conservatives 
of both parties can use in unison 
to bottle up a Kennedy program 
they don't think is conservative 
enough.
